4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance : 

The terminal disclaimer filed on Oct. 16, 2008, disclaiming 
the terminal portion of any patent granted on this application 
which would extend beyond the expiration date of US Patent 
No. 7,261,987 has been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal 
disclaimer has been recorded. 

Accordingly, the rejections of claims 1, 4, 5, 7-14, 17, 
18, 28, 31, and 32 under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting over claims 1-22 and 35-42 of 
US 7, 261, 987 B2 (US' 987), set forth in the office action mailed 
on Jul. 16, 2008, paragraphs 5 and 6, have been withdrawn. 

Claims 1, 4-14, 17-19, 28, and 31-33 are allowable over the 
prior art of record for the reasons discussed above and for the 
reasons set forth in the office action mailed on Feb. 27, 2007, 
paragraph 3, which are incorporated herein by reference.
